White Grubs - T. Wayne Martin 

The larva of June Beetles are 
commonly called "white grubs" 

“ They are among the most destruc- 
tive soil insects and can cause a 
great deal of damage to plants 
by eating the roots and other un- 
derground parts. In certain years 
the damage to corn, cereals, pot- 
atoes, gladioli, strawberries,and 
nursery planting may be very 
severe, as well as lawns, pastures 
etc. may be damaged to an ex- 
tent that reseeding is necessary. 
The adult beetles feed on leaves 
of many broad-leaved trees and 
sometimes strip the leaves from 
shrubs and raspberry bushes. 

The life cycle of white grubs 
requires three years, and although 
all stages may be found in one 
year, the majority of these in- 
sects will follow a three - yeor 
pattern. The most severe dam- 
age has been caused inthe past 
by the second - year grubs and 
these outbreaks have occurred 
every third year. Damage from 
second-year grubs may be ex- 
pected in 1969 in most sections 
of Ontario. 

June beetles lay their eggs 
in the soil in grassy areas, weedy 
places and uncultivated | and. 
It is an important control factor 
that as much land as possible be 
kept under cultivation during the 
beetle Flight so that suitable, 
egg-laying places for the females 
will be kept toa minimum. This 
of course is not practical in many 
situations as alternative control 
Measures are necessary whenthe 
insect is in the grub stage. 

Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture and Food publications 
such as Field Crop Recommenda-} 
tion and Ontario Vegetable Pro- 
duction Recommendations, and | 
the local office of the Ontario}

Mr. Speaker: 


As the Provincial Treasurer, 
the Honourable C.A. MacNaught 
on indicated in the budget white 
paper, the Reform of Taxationand 
Government Structure in Ontario 
the Province is examining all as- 
pects of provincial and municipal 
financial relations. 

He declared, for example 
thot the Government intends to 
tax capital gains when a provin- - 
cial income tox is Introduced.He 
also stated that the Province in- 
tends to raise its average level 
of support For elementary and sec- 
ondary education to 60 percent 
over a three-year period, begin- 
ning in 1970-71. 

As for municipal toxation,Mr 
MacNaughton announced that, as 
of January 1, 1970, the Provin- 
ce will assume responsibility for 
the administration of real property 
tox assessment. With the change 
in administration the Province will 
devote increased resources to ass- 
essment in order to ensure that the 
entire Province is assessed at the 
market value by the end of 1975. 
He stated that we in the Govern- 
ment realize the need to cushion 
the impact of market value assess- 
ments on certain types of proper- 
ties and that appropriate measures 
would be taken.

beef have remained relatively un 
changed since Feb. of 1952when 
the temporaty closing of the US 
border to Can. beef due to the 
outbreak of Hoof and Mouth dis- 
ease caused prices to drop some 
8 ¢ per Ib.in a few weeks. The 
current upward swing amountirg 
to some 8 ¢ per pound compared 
with the price one year ago, is 
in fact the first time that beef 
producers have been able toben 
efit from market bouyancy since 
1951-52. Surely the president of 
one of the largest chain stores in 
this country would not deny pro~ 
ducers the unusual experience 
of receiving a fair price For ther 
product. 

It is important to point out 
that there is nothing mysterious 
about this price rise. It was not 
brought about, as some have 
claimed, because of more cattle 
being exported to the United 
States. In actual fact, our ex- 
ports of beef cattle and carcasses 
to the United States are approx- 
imately half the wofume of the 
export movement a year ag 0 
Neither are farmers withholding 
cattle as some uninformed people 
have claimed. During January 
and February farmers were actu- 
ally marketing almost 5,000 
head more cattle per week than 
they did a year ago. Now 
supplies have simply run out 
and during the week ending May 
31 almost 7,000 fewer cattle 
were marketed than a year ago. 

It is a documented fact that 


* farmers, asa group, have not 


been able to benefit fromthe 
effieiency that they hove appli- 
ed to their industry. | know of 
no segment of the agricultural 
industry which enjoys the type 
of bargaining power to secure 
the kind of income increases 
that some other segments of soc~ 
iety have recently secured.Tlere 
have been no increases of up 
to 30% in farm product prices 
recently, and farm incomes have 
not made the substantial gains 
that have been acquired by some 
tradesman in recent months. For 
example the recent basic wage 
increase of $1.71 per hours 
secured by the electriciansis 
sufficient to buy at least one 
pound of choice beef steak per 
hour. Furthermore, it must be 
noted that these gains by the 
tradesmen are permanent, where 
as any gains secured in farm 
product prices ore cyclical and 
in far too many cases only tem- 
porary. In fact this inability to 
obtain a fair price for their pro- 
duct has created the very situo~ 
tion that causes so much con- 
cern to consumers of beef. 
Consumers of beef must learn, 
that the beef producer isentitled 
to his share of our economy When 
consumers complain obout the 
current beef price it wouldseem

It is alsosignifica- 
nt to point out that adequate pro- 
duction of beef will only occur 
under a price structure that ass- 
ures the beef producer a modera- 
te return for his efforts. Boycotts 
of meat prices may be effective 
in bringing prices down, but 
these same actions will discour- 
age expansion in beef produc - 
tion and this will inevitably lead 
to greater shortages and still 
higher prices.

Installation of GFCIs became 
mandatory last year. Under pro- 
visions of the Ontario Electrical 
Code, all new public and pri- 
vate pools built after MAY 1/68 
with underwater lighting had to 
have a GFCI installed. 

But owners of pools which 
existed before that date were 
given until Nov. 1 1968, to 
have the device installed. This 
is where the problem comes, in 
says Ontario Hydro which is 
responsible, through its Electrical 
Inspection Department for enforce- 
ment of the Ontario Electrical 
Code. Because older pools with 
lighting have never given any 
problems, owners feel they ore 
But older lighting systems 
cre more likely to break down 
due to deterioration of equip- 
ment. 

GFCls are also compulsory 
on electrical circuits which are
